Father Keller is the founder of 
the Christopher Movement, a non- 
profit movement which endeavors 
to bring Christian principles back 
into public life. It is an organiza- 
tion with no meetings, officers, or 
dues, and which asks all Christians 
and Jews to fight evil with good. 

The Christopher Movement sends 
out monthly bulletins to more than 
110,000 people, among whom are 
such screen notables as Irene Dunn, 
Maureen O’Sullivan, Rosalind Rus- 
sell, Spencer Tracy, and Bing Cros- 
by. 

In 1948, the Movement carried on 
a play and book contest, to which 
1,784 manuscripts were submitted.

“Call It Treason.” Rosemary Casey, 
a Red Cross worker from Pittsburg, 
won the $5,000 play first prize with 
“Mother Hildebrand,” a story of a

On Grading os 


Many of the Sacramento State College professors have bandied 
around the idea of eliminating the standard method of grading. These 
faculty people believe that the whole system of grading is derrogatory 
to actually learning the subject for which the grade is given. They 
hypothesize that most students concentrate on cramming and skimming 
the subject matter in order to pass examinations; since examinations 
only cover a few of the high spots of the lecture and reading material, 

The Oxfordian method of education, a few of the pedagogues have 
pointed out, is really a much more satisfactory system. in this, the 
student takes a comprehensive oral examination at the end of the term, 
relating everything he knows about the subject to an examining board. 
He either qualifies as passing or flunking with little or no intermediary 
distinctions, such as, A, B, C, D, or F. 

The University of Chicago, under Hutchins, introduced a new type 
of education in which a student may advance as fast as he can; some 
students qualify for their degrees within two years although the major- 
ity take the full four years, Grading at this institution is orthodox but 
other innovations such as the one hundred great books method of edu- 
cating are being experimentally used.

Because Sacramento State College is a new institution there appears 
to be an opportunity to incorporate some of these modern methods in 
education there. The school has not “jelled’’ academically, and although 
it is a state school under the state board of education's supervision, still 
there may be enough leeway to experiment. It seems evident that the 
school will never be in a better position to try out some of these highly 
touted “new wrinkles.”

Sacramento State College's teacher training program, which is under 


the direction of Dr. 


Stephen L. Walker, Dean of Instruction, is a most 


valuable asset to the educational system of the State of California. In 


view of the present crucial teacher shortage in this state, 
State’s program of turning out more and better teachers is taking on 


added importance. 
Perhaps the urgency of this need 


is reflected in the fact that at pres- 


ent, approximately 45 per cent of 
State's students are enrolled in edu-

thereby enables his counsellors to 
fit his training program to his 
needs, which, in some cases, means 
determining the type of credentials 
for which he is best suited. 

The evidence which results from 
these tests in analyzed by the Com- 
mittee on Teaching Credential Can- 
didates under the chairmanship of 
Dr. James M. Bradfield. This com- 
mittee takes action on the 
applications as the evidence war- 
rants and transmits its findings 
and recommendations to the stu- 
dent advisors. The advisors then 
confer with the students, inform 
them of the results of the appraisal 
and help them plan a program suit- 
ed to their needs. For instance, in 
cases where a student may have 
speech deficien¢y or, perhaps, a 
very slow reading rate, the advisor 
recommends appropriate courses to 
correct the fault. Another factor 
considered by the committee and 
the advisors is the present demand 
for elementary teachers. 
Those whose general personalities 
and appearance make them more 
suitable for elementary school!

a continuous program and the many 
, small but important details of 
| maintaining a classroom, as provid- 
ing proper light and ventilation, 
are learned through practice. Sac- 
ramento State’s teacher candidates 
spend several hours each week 
teaching in city or county schools 
under the “supervised teaching” 
program. 

The teacher education program is 

geared to the supply and demand 
for teachers. Anything that influ- 
lences either of these factors defi- 
| nitely affects the program. 
At present, the supply of teach- 
| ers in California is made up largely 
!of people who are using emergency 
credentials. Though these teachers 
| may be well qualified by experience 
they have not fulfilled all the re- 
quirements of educational back- 
ground that are needed for a regu- 
| lar credential. In 1948, 29 per cent 
lof kindergarten - primary creden- 
| tials in this state were emergency, 
|}as were 26 per cent of the general 
elementary and 11 per cent of the 
genera! secondary. Since that time, 
the jobs held by persons teaching 
on emergency permits have been 
j partly filled by those with regular 
credentials. Of those who graduat- 
ed from Sacramento State College 
with regular teacher credentials 
last year, only two have not yet 
used them, and that because they 
were not seeking employment. 

Although the supply of teachers 
is increasing in California, so is the 
demand, Population figures, by age 
groups, give a clea: picture of the 
reason for increased crowding of 
the schools. Between 1940 and 1948 
the number of children from 0-5 
years of age in California increased 
over 100 per cent; those from 6-13 
years old increased 52 per cent and 
those of high school age, 14-18 
years, increased 12 per cent. As a 
result of this increased enro!l|ment 
in our schools, it is estimated that 
over 2,000 teachers are needed this 
year. Add to this the loss of 4,500 
teachers by resignation, 1,400 by 
retirement and 500 by death and 
the seriousness of the problem is 
more fully understood. 

Such figures, however, do not tell 
the whole story, for the shortage 
is even greater in the rural areas 
of the state where pay is not up to 
city standards. There has been a 
trend towards equalizing this dif- 
ference and recent passage of the 
school bond issue in the special 
election will aid these agricultural 
and forested areas to get more and 
better qualified teachers. At pres- 
ent, though, half of our counties 
have more than a quarter of their 
teachers on emergency credentials. 

Dr. Stephen L. Walker stated re- 
cently, “Sacramento State College 
has a real challenge in the educa- 
tion of teachers for this geographic 
area and for the entire state. With 
| the influx of population from other 
| parts of the United States and the 
increased birth rates bringing 
greater school enrollment, it is ap- 
parent that the demand for fuly 
qualified teachers will increase 
rather than decrease. The need is 
especially urgent at the elementary 
school level.”

cepted 72 out of 585 applicants, a 
ratio of 8.1 to 1. The difference in! 
ratios is due to the policy of USC| 
of accepting unlimited out-of-state 
applicants. California accepts only 
five out-of-state students. 

The situation for prospective 
librarians almost reverses the med- 
ical situation. The Labor bulletin’s 
encouragement of “immediate op- 
portunities are very good” should 
be a stimulus to would-be librar- 
ians. 

One hundred and seventeen men 
and 71 women are preparing for 
careers as diplomats, foreign ser- 
vice officers, and international re- 
lations jobs, the survey revealed. 

Although, in practice, the num- 
ber of men in college teaching 
greatly exceeds the number of wo- 
men, the survey showed that 90 
men and 110 women wished to enter 
college level teaching.
